Miss Kelly’s Lady Teazle is easy, natural, and pleasing; yet 
she cannot avoid the silly girlisms, if we may nse the term, and occa 
sionally sinks the woman of elegance and mind, in her too ardent en- 
deavours to be natural and playful. ‘The next novelty was Mr. Wil- 
jiams, in Sir Oliver, and in the performance of this part he verified 
fully the anticipations we were induced to form of his suceess at this 
establishment. Mr. Wallack’s Charles was light and pleasing; but 
be wants that piquancy and imposing deportment, which raise Mr. C. 
Kemble at the head of this style of comedy. Mr. Archer’s Joseph 
Surface was respectable enongh, while Mr. Knight’s little Moses was 
highly amusing —The Innkeeper’s Daughter followed.—The house 
was tolorably well attended at half-price. Mr. Liston is seriously ill, 
and will not perform to-morrow, as announced. 


Covent Carden Cheatre.

Malaprop, how- 
ever, he elicited great applause, as did Mrs. Davenport, the repre- 
sentative of that ingenious personage.

e wish to see. In returning Julia's portrait he produced the hap- 
piest effect; the sadden transition from the height of resentment to 
the temperate man of business, was well judged, and admirably exe- 
cuted. ‘he principal novelty, however, is Madame Vestris’s Lydia, 
and we are sorry we cannot congratulate her on the attempt. It ap- 
pears somewhat strange that such a part should be chosen for her at 
this theatre; yet so it is, and poor enough it was. Miss A. Jones, 
who performed Clari last evening, appenred on this occasion as Julia, 
she spoke it with much feeling and animation ; and if she did not pro- 
duce much effect, she cannot be set down as having done less than 
many of her more favored predecessors. Mr. Blanchard’s eres was 
tolerably droll.— The Seape-Goat, and 4 Tale of Mysteryfollowed.
